The  passage  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational  and 
Applied  Technology  Education  (VATEA)  of  1990  (P.L.  101-392) 
provides  secondary,  postsecondary  and  adult  vocational  education 
programs  with  federal  assistance  for  five  years,  from  July  1, 
1991  through  June  30,  1996. 

The  legislation  greatly  expands  the  job-related 
education  efforts.   It  emphasizes  service  to  "special 
populations,"  including  the  economically  and  educationally 
disadvantaged,  the  disabled,  single  parents,  those  not  properly 
served  because  of  sex  bias,  and  those  with  limited  English 
proficiency.   The  new  VATEA  requires  allocation  on  the  basis  of 
financial  aid  and  Vocational  Education  student  enrollment  for  the 
75%  basic  grant  funds;  the  balance  of  the  VATEA  (25%)  will  be 
through  a  competitive  request  for  proposal  (RFP)  process,  Special 
Projects.   City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  not  received  an 
allocation  for  the  basic  grant  for  1994-95  at  this  time. 

The  special  programs  grant  applications  for  funds  will 
provide  supplementary  funds  to  the  basic  grant  and  to  serve  the 
"special  populations"  at  City  College.

The  Workability  Program  provides  the  only  specialized  job 
placement  service  available  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  dealing  with  the 
unique  situations  which  present  themselves  to  person  with  disabilities. 
Without  this  program  students/clients  with  disabilities  would  have  to  use  the 
limited  resources  of  the  general  campus  Career  Center  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  student  body.   Workability  III  affords  students/clients  assistance  in 
learning  how  to  present  themselves  and  their  abilities  to  employers,  offers 
job  placement  assistance  with  known  employers,  and  provides  services  to  both 
the  student/client  and  the  employer  in  making  needed  job  accommodations  for 
new  employees .

The  District  receives  Financial  Aid  and  other  grant 
awards  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.    Expenditures  are 
reported  through  the  Application  and  Fiscal  Operations  Report 
(FISAP) ,  an  annual  report,  and  through  the  quarterly  EDPMS 
reports.   Based  upon  the  cash  ending  balance  shown  on  the  EDPMS 
reports,  the  District  draws  down  Federal  funds  through  "FEDWIRE" 
electronic  transfer.   For  1992-93,  the  District  reported  total 
expenditures  of  over  $5,200,000  in  the  EDPMS  reports. 

As  of  June  30,  1993,  there  was  a  difference, 
accumulated  over  a  period  of  over  10 -years,   of  $322,314  between 
the  cash  on  hand  per  District  books  and  per  the  EDPMS  reports, 
with  the  District  showing  lesser  cash  on  hand.   The  probable 
causes   of  the  difference  were  incorrect  reporting  of 
expenditures,  disallowances  of  expenditures,  and  recoveries  for 
which  no  adjustment  of  expenditures  were  made. 

Out  of  the  difference  of  $322,314,  we  were  able  to 
identify  and  reconcile  a  total  of  $205,705,  by  reviewing  program 
expenditures  for  the  last  10  years.   We  could  no  longer  identify 
and  reconcile  the  remaining  difference  of  $116,609.35.   We  wrote 
to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  on  August  26,  1993,  and  the 
USDE,  by  letter  dated  December  30,  1993,  accepted  our  proposed 
adjustments . 

In  the  1993-94  District  General  Fund  Adopted  Budget 
$13  0,000  in  funding  was  provided  in  the  Reserve  for  Adjustments  - 
Prior  Years  account .

CCSF  proposes  to  strengthen  its  Environmental 
Technology  program  (formerly  HAZMAT)  and  the  outreach  capability 
of  that  program  by  cooperating  with  the  University  of  California 
Extension  at  Santa  Cruz  in  the  establishment  of  a  network  of 
Business  Environmental  Assistance  Centers  (BEAC)  in  Northern 
California.   These  centers  will  function  to  provide  businesses 
with  consultation  and  compliance  information  on  environmental 
issues.   They  will  serve  to  demonstrate  the  pivotal  contribution 
that  community  colleges  can  and  will  make  in  hazardous  materials 
technology,  specifically,  and  the  improvement  of  the  environment 
in  general .   The  proposed  network  is  also  seen  as  a  conduit  for 
our  students  to  employment  in  Environmental  Technology. 

CCSF  will  be  the  hub  of  the  new  network  as  a  Regional 
Environmental  Business  Resource  and  Assistance  Center,  and  will 
help  establish  BEACs  at  Las  Positas  College  (Livermore)  and 
Mission  College  (Santa  Clara)  and  assist  the  on-going  BEAC  at 
Butte  College.   Centers  at  other  community  colleges  may  be  added 
in  the  future . 

An  important  adjunct  to  this  new  project  will  be  a 
direct  alliance  between  CCSF  and  ED>Net,  the  California  Community 
College  Economic  Development  Network.   As  part  of  this  project, 
the  Director  of  Environmental  Technologies  for  ED>Net  will 
establish  an  office  at  CCSF. 

This  grant  is  in  the  amount  of  $100,000  which  will  be 
shared  by  City  College  ($56,320),  U.C.  Santa  Cruz  Extension 
($28,800),  Las  Positas  College  ($12,000)  and  Mission  College 
($2,880).

selected  by  the  employee  concerned,  or  (b)  contribute  an  amount  equal  to  such  reduction  in  salary  to  a 
custodial  account  of  a  custodian  selected  by  the  employee ,  in  which  all  rights  under  said  custodial  account 
shall  be  exercisable  by  the  employee  concerned.

In  the  conduct  of  its  business,  the  procedure  of  the 
Board  will  be  governed  by  the  policies  set  forth  in  this  manual,  or  if  not 
covered  thereby  then  by  the  Newly  Revised  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

B.  Preparation  for  Meetings.  At  least  72  hours  before   a  regular 
meeting,  an  agenda  shall  be  posted  containing  a  brief  general  description  of 
each  item  of  business  to  be  transacted  or  discussed  at  the  meeting,  including 
items  to  be  discussed  in  closed  session.     The  agenda  for  Board  meetings  shall 
be  delivered  to  Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of 
regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special 
meetings.  Resolutions  proposed  by  individual  Board  members  must  obtain  the 
concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members.  However,  items  requiring 
Board  action  which  do  not  appear  on  the  agenda  may  be  acted  upon  under  any  of 
the  following  circumstances:  1.  At  least  four  (4)  Board  members  determine 
that  an  emergency  situation   exists,  2.  At  least  five  (5)  Board  members  (or  all 
members  present  if  less  than  5)  determine  that-the-need-te-aet-eeeurred-after 
the-required-pesting-periedy  that  the  need  to  take  immediate  action  and  that 
the  need  for  action  came  to  the  attention  of  the  District  subsequent  to  the 
agenda  being  posted,   or  3.  The  matter  was  posted  on  an  agenda  prier-te-the 
eurrent-meet4n§7  for  a  prior  meeting  occurring  not  more  than  five  calendar 
days  prior  to  the  date  action  is  taken  on  the  item,  and  at  the  prior  meeting 
the  item  was  continued  to  the  meeting  at  which  action  is  being  taken.     Prior 
to  discussing  any  item  pursuant  to  these  three  exceptions,  the  Board  shall 
publicly  identify  the  item.     An  "emergency  situation"  shall  mean:  (a)  Work 
stoppage  or  other  activity  which  severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or 
both,  as  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative  body,  (b) 
Crippling  disaster  which  severely  impairs  public  health,  safety,  or  both,  as 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  legislative  body.  Agenda  items 
appearing  on  the  published  agenda  may  be  removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Board.  The  Agenda  shall  be  posted  at  the  entrance  door  at  33  Gough  Street  and 
in  the  lobby  of  Conlan  Hall  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco,  50  Phelan 
Avenue,  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  the  regular  meetings 
and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special  meetings.  A 
notice  identifying  the  location,  date,  and  time  of  the  regular   meeting  shall 
be  posted  at  the  above  mentioned  locations  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the 
meeting  and  shall  remain  so  posted  to  and  including  the  time  of  the  meeting.

C.  Voting.  The  vote,  by  Ayes  and  Noes,  shall  be  taken  and  recorded 
when  demanded  by  any  member,  or  as  otherwise  required  by  law  and-it-sha^l-be 
taken -and- recorded -on- all -act ions- authorizing -elect  ions? -appointments —  or- the 
expenditure -of -money. 

D.  Adoption  of  Policies.  Any  policy  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be 
amended  or  repealed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting, 
providing  notice  of  said  intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.

F.  Recording  Minutes  of  Meeting.  As  records  of  Board  actions  at 
meetings,  the  minutes  shall  contain  only  resolutions  and  ultimate  actions  of 
the  Board,  but  if  any  Trustee   Commissioner  desires  to  have  any  additional 
matter  included,  he/she  must  submit  a  written  statement  with  a  request  that  it 
be  included  in  the  minutes.  For  regular  meetings,  there   There  shall  also  be  a 
tape  recording  of  the  proceedings  and/or  some  other  means  of  maintaining  a 
permanent  record  of  the  proceedings. 

Records  of  all  business  transacted  and  of  all  policies  and 
regulations  or  other  controls  enacted  by  the  Board  shall  be  set  forth  in  full 
in  the  official  records  of  the  District   M4nute-Beek-ef-the-Beard,  which  shall 
be  the  official  public  records  of  Board  actions. 

G.  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.  One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held 
each  month,  at  the  regular  meeting  place  of  the  Board,  33-Gough-Street  50 
Phelan  Avenue,   San  Francisco.  The  Board  may  also  meet  at  Gity-Ge^ege-ef-San 
Franeisee-er  other  District  locations  served  by  the  District  or  at  other 
locations  outside  the  District  as  provided  by  law. 

H.      Special  Meetings  of  the  Board.   Such  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  by 
delivering  personally  or  by  mail  written  notice  to  each  Board  member  and  to 
appropriate  media.

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to 
address  the  Board  must  complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Governing 
Board"  card,  completing  the  information  thereon  including  the 
subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a  written  report 
presented,  a  copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the 
Chancellor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must 
also  complete  the  "Request  to  Address  Board  of  Trustees"  card  and 
will  be  recognized  at  the  end  of  the  agenda. 

Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the 
Chancellor  and  also  at  the  Board  meeting.  Completed  cards  should  be 
presented  to  the  Board  President  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting.

Approval  of  a  Certificate  Program  in  Total 
Quality  Management 

President  and  Members : 

Since  the  State  (Ed.  Code  Section  70902)  requires 
District  Board  approval  for  educational  programs,  we  are 
submitting  for  your  approval  the  Total  Quality  Management  (TQM) 
Program . 

TQM  is  the  systematic  approach  to  constant  improvement 
throughout  an  organization.   The  TQM  Program  provides  a 
scientific  approach  to  the  problems  of  productivity,  team- 
building,  efficiency,  error-reduction  and  customer  satisfaction 
as  they  occur  in  organizations  of  all  kinds.   It  provides 
analytical  skills  for  workers  of  all  types  and  levels  and  can  be 
used  to  augment  all  occupational  programs. 

TQM  was  introduced  into  Japan  by  Americans  after  World 
War  II  and  has  now  become  a  fundamental  pattern  of  Japanese 
business .   It  is  rapidly  being  adopted  by  industries  and 
businesses  in  this  country  in  an  effort  to  improve  their  products 
and  services  and  to  stay  competitive  in  international  business. 
Educational  institutions  across  the  country  recognize  that  they 
must  provide  the  workforce  with  the  TQM  perspective  and  skills. 
The  Southern  Regional  Education  Board,  for  example,  has  recently 
published  a  set  of  principles  emphasizing  the  skills  needed  for  a 
high- wage  and  high- skill  21st  century  workforce  and  almost  all  of 
the  skills  are  TQM  skills. 

This  program  is  a  relatively  brief  one  consisting  of 
two  3 -unit  courses:   TQM  101:  The  Principles  and  Elements  and  TQM 
103:  The  Implementation  Process.   While  additional  courses  may  be 
developed,  it  is  important  to  maximize  the  use  of  the  program  as 
an  adjunct  to  existing  programs  which  may  already  require 
numerous  units.   Most  colleges  and  universities  (55%)  offer  TQM 
through  their  Business  Departments  while  other  colleges  (44%) 
offer  it  through  their  Engineering  Department.   However,  in  the 
true  spirit  of  TQM,  the  Engineering  and  Business  Departments  have 
jointly  developed  and  propose  to  jointly  offer  the  program.

On  November  30,  1993,  City  College  was  sent  a  letter 
indicating  that  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California 
Community  Colleges  had  adopted  the  Student  Equity  regulation  in 
September  1992  and  that  David  Mertes,  Chancellor  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  had  notified  district 
superintendents  and  others  in  February  1993  that  a  number  of 
local  actions  should  be  undertaken  to  develop  a  district  Student 
Equity  Policy  and  Plan.   A  December  31,  1993  deadline  was 
announced . 

City  College  asked  for  an  extension  of  the  deadline  so 
that  a  committee  could  be  constituted  under  shared  governance  to 
develop  a  draft  Student  Equity  Plan  for  City  College  of  San 
Francisco.   An  extension  was  granted  until  February  28,  1994  at 
which  time  a  working  draft  plan  was  submitted  by  the  Student 
Equity  Committee  to  meet  the  state  deadline.   There  was 
insufficient  time  for  the  draft  to  go  completely  through  shared 
governance  and  be  referred  to  both  the  City  College  Academic 
Senate  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  review  and  approval,  and  the 
letter  of  transmission  noted  that  fact .   Concurrent  to 
transmission,  the  Student  Equity  Committee  distributed  copies  and 
continued  to  take  the  working  draft  plan  through  the  shared 
governance  process,  sending  the  plan  first  to  the  Student  Success 
Committee  and  then  to  the  Academic  Senate . 

The  Chancellor's  Office  on  March  28,  1994  wrote  to  City 
College  that  it  had  received  the  working  draft  plan,  noting  that 
there  were  several  shortcomings  which  could  be  addressed  in  a 
revised  second  draft  to  be  submitted  by  April  18,  1994  to  the 
State  Chancellor's  Office. 

The  Working  Draft  Student  Equity  Plan,  subject  to 
revision,  has  come  twice  before  the  City  College  Academic  Senate, 
was  revised  to  address  the  shortcomings,  has  been  approved  as  a 
working  draft  subject  to  revision,  and  is  now  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  review  and  approval.   An  unofficial  draft 
was  also  sent  to  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  to  meet  the  second 
deadline,  along  with  correspondence  explaining  its  status. 
Copies  of  the  unofficial  draft  are  available  in  Conlan  Hall, 
E106. 

In  order  for  the  plan  to  gain  official  status,  Board  of 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE 
DISTRICT  NONDISCRIMINATION  PROCEDURES 

I.  Prohibited  Discrimination. 

These  procedures  implement  Board  policies  3.02  and  5.07.  All  programs  and  activities  in  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  shall  be  available  to  all  qualified  persons  without 
regard  to  race,  color,  ethnic  group  identification,  national  origin,  ancestry,  religion,  gender,  age, 
marital  status,  disability,  medical  condition,  sexual  orientation  or  status  as  a  Vietnam-Era 
veteran.  These  procedures  provide  for  the  investigation  and  resolution  of  complaints  of  unlawful 
discrimination  as  required  by  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Governors  for  the  California 
Community  Colleges.1 

II.  Informal  Resolution  and  Filing  Complaints. 

Complaints  of  unlawful  discrimination  shall  be  filed  and  investigated  pursuant  to  these 
procedures.  The  Office  of  Affirmative  Action  is  primarily  responsible  for  implementing  these 
procedures.  Information  about  filing  charges  or  complaints  can  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of 
Affirmative  Action  which  is  located  at  31  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  CA  94103,  or  call  (415) 
241-2281.  If  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  is  alleged  to  have  engaged  in  conduct  subject  to  this 
procedure,  information  regarding  filing  of  charges  or  complaints  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Office  of  the  Chief  Operating  Officer.  That  office  is  located  at  33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco, 
CA  94103,  or  telephone  (415)  241-2229. 


'These  procedures  are  intended  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  §§  59300  et  seq.  Whenever  in  this  procedure  reference  is  made  to  the  Office  of  the  State 
Chancellor,  that  reference  will  apply  only  to  complaints  over  which  the  State  Board  of  Governors  has 
jurisdiction  under  Title  5.  Title  5  regulations  prohibit  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  ethnic  group 
identification,  religion,  age,  sex,  color  or  physical  or  mental  disability.  Individuals  alleging  unlawful 
discrimination  may  have  remedies  which  are  not  addressed  in  these  procedures  and  these  procedures  do 
not  purport  to  provide  a  comprehensive  statement  of  potential  rights  or  remedies.  These  procedures  do 
not  alter  filing  requirements  or  deadlines  for  administrative  or  judicial  relief  otherwise  established  by  law 
or  contract.  For  example,  employee  complaints  may  be  filed  with  the  California  Department  of  Fair 
Employment  and  Housing  without  following  this  procedure. 

1 
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A.  Informal  Resolution  Period.  The  District  requires  an  informal  (precomplaint) 
resolution  period  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  formal  complaints.  The  period  of  this  level  of 
resolution  shall  be  of  appropriate  duration  as  suggested  by  the  circumstances  of  the  individual 
matter,  but  in  no  case  shall  it  exceed  thirty  calendar  days.  The  informal  resolution  period 
permits  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  or  designee  to  consult  with  the  parties  to  assess  potential 
in-house  resolution  of  the  matter. 

1.  Informational  Component.  The  informational  component  of  the  informal  resolution 
period  permits  concerned  individuals  to  obtain  advice  from  the  Office  of  Affirmative 
Action  on  how  to  handle  a  situation  without  alleging  details  of  the  concern.  Concerned 
individuals  may  wish  to  discuss  whether  alleged  conduct  would  constitute  unlawful 
discrimination  and  to  explore  the  potential  for  eliminating  the  conduct  and  correcting  the 
effects  of  the  conduct.  Individuals  may  seek  information  about  the  District's 
nondiscrimination  program  and  discuss  options  available  under  the  program. 

2.  Informal  Charges.  The  informal  resolution  period  also  permits  the  submission  of 
charges  to  the  Office  of  Affirmative  Action.  These  charges  may  or  may  not  be  followed 
by  a  formal  complaint  as  described  below.  Charges  include  specific  allegations  against 
another  individual(s).  The  allegations  will  be  shared  with  the  person  whose  conduct  is 
challenged  and  that  individual  is  given  an  opportunity  to  present  his  or  her  view.  This 
process  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  parties  to  clarify  potential  misunderstandings  or 
misinterpretations  which  may  be  the  basis  of  the  concern. 

Potential  outcomes  of  the  informal  process  include  explicit  agreements  about  future 
conduct,  changes  in  work  place  conditions,  enrollment  in  an  alternate  section,  or  other 
appropriate  relief. 

Although  this  informal  phase  is  designed  to  facilitate  in-house  resolution  of  concerns, 
District  investigation  of  allegations  and  contested  facts  is  necessary  at  this  level.  The  results  of 
investigations  may  be  used  in  District  disciplinary  actions  subsequent  to  an  acceptable  resolution 
satisfactory  to  the  parties. 

WARNING:  The  use  of  the  informal  resolution  process  does  not  extend  the  time  period 
for  filing  formal  written  complaints  as  described  below.  Persons  must  file  a  written  complaint 
within  the  one  year  limit  even  if  the  maximum  informal  resolution  period  has  not  passed. 

Employees  who,  in  their  official  capacities,  become  aware  of  alleged  discriminatory 
activities  or  who  observe  conduct  that  appears  to  constitute  unlawful  discrimination  should  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Office  of  Affirmative  Action. 


B.  Formal  Complaint  Level.  The  formal  level  of  review  is  initiated  with  the  filing 
of  a  complaint.  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint,  the  District  determines  if  the  complaint  properly 
alleges  prohibited  discrimination,  is  timely,  and  has  been  preceded  by  an  informal  resolution 
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period.    If  the  complaint  is  defective,  the  District  will  notify  the  complainant  of  the  defect.2 

If  the  complaint  satisfies  the  requirements  for  filing,  the  District  immediately  forwards 
a  copy  of  those  complaints  subject  to  State  Board  of  Governors  regulations  to  the  Office  of  the 
State  Chancellor  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  and  advises  that  office  that  it  is 
investigating  the  complaint. 

1.  Form  of  Complaints.  The  District  uses  the  complaint  form  prescribed  by 
the  State  Chancellor  of  the  California  Community  Colleges.  (Copy 
attached.) 

2.  Filing  Complaints.  Complaints  are  filed  with  the  Affirmative  Action 
Officer.  If  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  is  named  in  a  complaint  or 
implicated  by  the  allegations  in  the  complaint,  the  complaint  may  be  filed 
with  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Operating  Officer. 

C.  Investigation  of  Complaints.  The  Office  of  Affirmative  Action  coordinates  the 
investigation  of  all  complaints.  The  investigation  of  complaints  may  be  assigned  by  the 
Affirmative  Action  Officer  to  other  persons  to  conduct  the  most  appropriate  investigation  under 
the  circumstances  of  the  individual  case.  If  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  is  named  in  a 
complaint  or  implicated  by  the  allegations  in  the  complaint,  the  investigation  shall  be  coordinated 
by  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Operating  Officer. 

D.  Investigation  Process.  The  District  conducts  an  impartial  fact-finding  investigation 
which  includes  interviewing  the  complaining  party,  the  accused,  witnesses  to  the  event(s)  and 
others  with  information  regarding  the  allegations,  and  the  consideration  of  other  relevant 
evidence.  The  District  shall  complete  its  investigation  within  90  calendar  days  of  receiving  a 
formal  complaint. 

E.  Investigation  Report.  The  investigation  is  summarized  in  a  written  report  to  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Chancellor  or  his/her  designee  which  includes  at  least 
the  following: 

1.         A  description  of  the  circumstances  giving  rise  to  the  complaint. 


A  summary  of  the  testimony  provided  by  each  witness,  including  the 
complainant  and  any  witness  identified  by  the  complainant  in  the 
complaint. 


2   A  complaint  may  be  defective  if  it  is  untimely,  incomplete,  unclear,  etc. 
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3.  An  analysis  of  any  relevant  data  or  other  evidence  collected  during  the 
course  of  the  investigation. 

4.  A  specific  finding  as  to  whether  unlawful  discrimination  did  or  did  not 
occur  with  respect  to  each  allegation  in  the  complaint;  and 

5.  Any  other  information  deemed  appropriate  by  the  District. 

F.  Administrative  Determination.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation  and  within 
90  days  of  receipt  of  the  complaint,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Chancellor 
or  his/her  designee  shall  prepare  an  administrative  determination  with  respect  to  each  allegation 
in  the  complaint,  intended  action,  if  any,  and  a  proposed  resolution. 

G.  Notice  to  Complainant.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation  and  within  90  days 
of  receipt  of  the  complaint,  the  District  shall  provide  the  complainant  with  a  copy  or  a  summary 
of  the  investigative  report,  the  administrative  determination,  a  description  of  the  intended  action 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  discovered  wrong-doing,  if  any,  and  the  proposed  resolution  of  the 
complaint.  The  notice  shall  also  describe  the  complainant's  right  to  appeal  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  within  15  calendar  days  of  receipt  of  the  notice.  Such  written  appeals  must 
be  filed  with  the  Office  of  the  Chief  Operating  Officer  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
(Appeals  must  be  addressed  to:  Board  of  Trustees,  San  Francisco  Community  College  District, 
33  Gough  Street,  San  Francisco,  CA  94103,  C/O  Office  of  the  Chief  Operating  Officer.)  The 
notice  shall  also  advise  the  complainant  of  the  right  to  appeal  the  final  District  decision  as 
provided  below. 

H.  Final  District  Decision.  If  the  complainant  files  a  timely  written  appeal  of  the 
administrative  decision  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Board  shall  review  the  original  complaint, 
the  investigative  report,  the  administrative  determination  and  the  appeal.  The  Board  shall  issue 
a  final  District  decision  within  forty-five  calendar  days  after  the  filing  of  the  written  appeal.  If 
the  Board  does  not  issue  a  decision  within  the  forty-five  day  period,  the  administrative 
determination  is  deemed  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  and  to  be  the  final  District  decision 
effective  at  the  conclusion  of  the  forty-five  days. 

1.  Student  and  Third  Party  Appeal  of  Final  District  Decision.  Any  student 
or  third  party  who  has  filed  a  complaint  alleging  unlawful  discrimination 
on  the  basis  of  ethnic  group  identification,  religion,  age,  sex,  color  or 
physical  or  mental  disability  may,  within  30  calendar  days  after  the 
District's  final  decision,  file  a  written  appeal  of  the  final  decision  with  the 
Office  of  the  State  Chancellor  for  California  Community  Colleges. 

2.  Employee  Appeal  of  Final  District  Decision.  In  any  case  involving 
employee  allegations  of  unlawful  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  ethnic 
group  identification,  religion,  age,  sex,  color  or  physical  or  mental 
disability,  the  complainant  may  within  30  calendar  days  after  the  District's 
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final  decision,  file  a  written  petition  for  review  of  the  final  decision  with 
the  Office  of  the  State  Chancellor  for  California  Community  Colleges. 
The  State  Chancellor  has  discretion  to  accept  or  reject  any  such  petition. 
If  the  State  Chancellor  accepts  the  petition,  he/she  may  attempt  to 
informally  resolve  the  matter  or  to  take  such  other  action  as  is  deemed 
appropriate. 

3.  Complaints  Under  District  Policy.  Complaints  based  on  alleged  violation 
of  District  nondiscrimination  policy,  the  bases  for  which  are  not  addressed 
in  Board  of  Governors  regulations,  will  not  be  forwarded  to  the  State 
Chancellor.  The  issuance  of  a  final  District  decision  concludes  the 
District's  processing  of  complaints  based  solely  on  District  Policy. 


I.  Report  to  State  Chancellor.    Within  150  calendar  days  of  receiving  a  complaint 

subject  to  State  Board  of  Governors  Regulations,  the  Affirmative  Action  Officer  will  forward 
to  the  State  Chancellor  a  copy  of  the  following: 

1.  The  original  complaint. 

2.  The  investigative  report. 

3.  Notices  sent  to  the  complainant. 

4.  The  final  District  determination. 

5.  Additional  information  required  by  the  State  Chancellor. 

If  the  District  is  unable  to  comply  with  the  150-day  deadline,  the  Office  of  Affirmative 
Action  may  file  with  the  State  Chancellor  a  written  request  for  an  extension  as  provided  by  State 
Board  of  Governors  regulations. 

These  procedures  recognize  that  making  false  charges  or  complaints  of  discrimination  is 
a  serious  matter,  and  that  allegations  which  are  made  in  bad  faith  could  result  in  actions  taken 
against  the  person  making  false  charges.

President  and  Members: 

City  College  of  San  Francisco,  in  collaboration  with 
three  other  institutions  of  higher  education  -  San  Francisco 
State  University,  New  College  of  California,  and  University  of 
San  Francisco  -  has  submitted  a  proposal  to  the  Corporation  for 
National  and  Community  Service  to  establish  a  citywide  national 
service  project  in  San  Francisco.   Entitled  City  of  Service,  the 
four  colleges  are  proposing  to  build  a  permanent  collaboration  to 
promote  the  integration  of  service  into  the  college  curriculum 
and  to  mobilize  students  from  the  four  colleges  to  work  on 
specific  service  projects. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  three  year  program,  the 
Consortium  will  focus  on  a  lead  poisoning  prevention  project. 
Recent  local  surveys  indicate  that  many  children  in  the  Mission 
District,  Bayview/Hunters'  Point  and  the  Tenderloin  have  elevated 
lead  levels  in  blood  samples.   Additional  projects  will  be 
adopted  in  the  second  and  third  years  of  the  grant . 

The  grant  proposal  seeks  $785,526  in  direct  funds  to 
achieve  three  key  objectives: 

1.  Develop  an  infrastructure  that  will  allow  effective 
integration  of  service  learning  into  the  curriculum  of  all  four 
colleges.   This  will  include  support  for  faculty  to  form  service- 
learning  working  groups  to  modify  existing  courses  and  develop 
new  courses  that  will  allow  students  to  work  in  service  projects 
and  receive  academic  credit. 

2.  Facilitate  the  transformation  of  students' 
attitudes  towards  social  issues,  community  involvement  and  social 
justice.   This  objective  will  be  promoted  through  service 
learning  seminars  which  will  allow  students  to  reflect  upon  their 
activities.   Funds  will  also  be  used  to  hire  recruitment  and 
placement  staff  for  each  college,  who  will  have  responsibility 
for  overseeing  student  activities  and  helping  to  evaluate  student 
progress  in  specific  projects. 
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3 .   Increase  the  level  of  participation  by  institutions 
of  higher  education  in  the  amelioration  of  social  problems  in  San 
Francisco.   The  initial  goal  will  be  to  decrease  the  incidence  of 
childhood  lead  poisoning  in  San  Francisco  by  participating  in  a 
massive  public  education  campaign,  helping  to  screen  children  for 
elevated  blood  levels,  and  providing  referrals  of  poisoned 
children  for  medical  and  environmental  interventions.   In 
addition,  the  Consortium  will  adopt  two  more  projects  in  the 
second  and  third  years  of  the  grant . 

According  to  the  materials  published  by  the  Corporation 
for  National  Service, 

"Service-learning  is  a  method  of  experiential 
learning  through  which  participants  in 
community  service  meet  community  needs  while 
developing  their  abilities  for  critical 
thinking  and  group  problem-solving,  their 
commitments  and  values,  and  skills  they  need 
for  effective  citizenship." 

The  total  amount  of  the  grant  is  $785,526.   San 
Francisco  State  University  will  be  the  fiscal  agent.   Funds  for 
fiscal  year  1994  total  $299,818,  fiscal  year  1995  total  $269,836, 
and  fiscal  year  1996  total  $215,869. 

City  College  will  receive  direct  support  from  the  grant 
for  the  three  years  for  faculty  reassigned  time  (20%  time)  for 
curriculum  development.   The  College  will  also  be  required  to 
provide  a  20%  reassigned  time  match  for  each  of  the  three  years. 
The  College  will  also  receive  direct  support  for  a  service- 
learning  coordinator  at  50%  time  and  a  student  representative  at 
50%  time  for  each  of  the  three  years. 

Other  grant  supported  positions  include  a  Program 
Coordinator  for  the  Consortium  (100%  time) ,  and  a  part-time 
administrator  for  on-line  conferencing  linking  the  four 
institutions  to  community-based  organizations  and  citywide 
agencies.   Each  college  will  be  required  to  provide  an  in-kind 
match  for  administrative  responsibilities  of  20%  time.

We 
did  make  numerous  attempts  to  contact  Mr.  Williams  during  this 
period.   The  second  draft  was  received  on  March  17,  1994,  and  the 
final  report  was  received  on  April  11,  1994. 

In  view  of  the  great  difficulty  experienced  by  the 
District  in   obtaining  the  1992-93  audit  and  the  fact  that  his 
firm  is  currently  on  probation.   Termination  of  the  contract  for 
1993-94  is  recommended.

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PM  5.01    STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

A.    GENERAL  PURPOSES 

Student  activities  are  recognized  by  the  District  as  an 
integral  part  of  a  total  educational  program.  Eaeh  The 
instructional  and  student  services  departments  division  is  are 
therefore,  authorized  and  to  encouraged — fee — prev-i-de  activity 
programs  designed  to  afford  students  with  experiences  that  have 
educational  value  for  them  as  individuals  in  their  social 
relationships  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  responsibilities  as 
citizens.  These  activities  are  considered  to  be  the  workshop  in 
which  many  classroom  concepts  are  put  into  practice.  Site 
Administrators  are  authorized  to  provide  adequate  facilities,  to 
allow  for  time  in  their  regular  schedules  for  individuals  and 
groups  to  participate  in  such  programs ,  and  to  assign  personnel 
full  or  part-time  to  the  supervision  of  these  programs. 

In  implementing  its  District  student  activity  programs,  eaeh 
site-adminisferafeer-wiii-be-gaided-by  the  feiiewing  administration 
shall   apply  the  following  general  policies'. 

An  official  organization  of  the  student  body  may  shall  be 
established  at-eaeh-sitey  to  be  known  as  the  Associated  Students. 
This  organization  is  empowered  to  develop  its  structure  of 
government,  its  fiscal  policy,  privileges  of  membership,  election 
code,  code  of  ethics,  and  the  regulations  of  clubs.  In  so  doing  it 
will  establish  controls  to  insure  compliance  with  all  seefeiens-ef 
the — Edi*eafe-irOR---€}©de — whieh — appiy  laws  applicable  to  California 
Community  College  student  government  and  student  activities, 
including  those  dealing  with  memberships  and  initiation  and  with 
financial  and  accounting  procedures. 

No  student  enroiied-in-a-piib-l-ir^-<xMiwwin-ifey- -college  is  required 
to  pay  any  fee  or  deposit  not  specifically  authorized  by  law.  Fees 
or  deposits  charged  by  student  organizations  in  which  the 
membership  is  entirely  voluntary  are  in  themselves  voluntary 
assessments,  and  they  shall  not  be  the  cause  for  denying  any 
student  the  right  to  participate  in  any  of  the  organized  activities 
of  the  seheei  District.

Student  body  membership  as  shall  not  be  a  condition  of  District 
enrollment  in-the-insfeitafeien.  However,  the  sehoois  campuses  are 
authorized  to  eneearage  permit  the  sale  of  such  memberships,  and 
the  Associated  Students  may  require  such  membership  of  students 
participating  in  activities  using  only  Associated  Student  Funds, 
facilities,  supplies,  equipment,  and  property.

A.         ADMISSION 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  admits  all 
California  residents  and  nonresidents  who  possess  a  high  school 
diploma  or  the  equivalent.  The  District  also  admits  other  persons 
over  18  years  of  age  who  are  capable  of  profiting  from  the 
instruction  offered.  Students  without  a  high  school  diploma  or  the 
equivalent  shall   be  admitted  as  provisional   students. 
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Restrictions  on  admission  may  be  imposed  in  accordance  with 
state  law  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Protection  of  the  financial  health  of  the  District,  and  of 
educational  program  integrity,  including,  but  not  limited  to 
maintenance  of  the  appropriate  quality  and  scope  of  student 
educational   opportunity. 

2.  The  need  to  avoid  overcrowding,  in  light  of  the  available 
space  of  the  District. 

3.  The  priority  that  resident  students  not  be  displaced  by 
students  who  do  not  reside  in  the  District. 

4.  The  avoidance  of  serious  disruption  in  the  ethnic  balance 
of  the  student  population  of  the  District. 

B.  CLASSIFICATION 

The  College  shall  promulgate  regulations  prescribing  the 
classification  of  all  students  as  California  residents  pursuant  to 
Education  Code  Section  68040,  and/or  as  residents  of  the  District 
pursuant      to     Education     Code     Sections     70902     and     78032.  The 

regulations  shall  address  the  financial  independence  of  students 
seeking  a  reclassification  as  a  California  resident  pursuant  to 
applicable  state  law.

Credit  Classes.  Students  who  are  not  California  residents  as 
of  the  District's  residence  determination  date  shall  be  charged 
nonresident  tuition  as  provided  by  state  law. 

Noncredit  Classes.  Nonresident  tuition  is  not  applicable  to 
adults  enrolled  in  noncredit  classes  in  English  and  citizenship  for 
foreigners,  classes  in  an  elementary  subject,  classes  for  which 
high  school  credit  is  given  when  the  student  does  not  hold  a  high 
school   diploma  or  as  otherwise  exempted  by  state  law. 
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1.  Enrollment  Limitations.  All  courses  claimed  for  state 
funding  are  open  to  enrollment  by  any  student  who  has  been  admitted 
to  the  District  and  who  meets  such  prerequisites  as  have  been 
properly  established  for  such  courses.  Course  enrollment  may  be 
limited  based  on  health  and  safety  considerations,  facility 
limitations ,  faculty  workload,  the  availability  of  qualified 
instructors,  funding  limitations,  the  constraints  of  regional 
planning ,  or  legal  requirements  imposed  by  statute,  regulations  or 
contract.  The  College  shall  promulgate  fair  and  equitable 
procedures  for  determining  course  enrollment  when  any  of  the  above 
bases  for  enrollment  limitations  are  present. 

2.  Enrollment  Fee.  An  enrollment  fee  or  differential 
enrollment  fee  shall  be  charged  of  each  District  student  in 
accordance  with  state  law.

PM  5.10    MATRICULATION 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bistriet  College  to  ensure  egual 
education  opportunity  for  all  its  students,  to  ensure  that  students 
receive  the  educational  services  necessary  to  optimize  their 
opportunities  for  success,  to  provide  students  with  the  information 
necessary  to  establish  realistic  goals,  and  to  ensure  that  the 
matriculation  process  not  exclude  students  from  receiving 
appropriate  educational  services.

PM   5.12         WITHHOLDING   OF  STUDENT   GRADES ,  TRANSCRIPTS r    DIPLOMAS 

Institutional  services  shall  be  withheld  from  students,  or 
former  students  who  have  been  notified  in  writing  at  the  student's 
or  former  student's  last  known  address  that  he  or  she  is  in  default 
on  a  loan  or  loans  under  either  the  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  program 
or  the  Supplemental  Loan  for  Students  program.  "Institutional 
services"  shall  include  the  provision  of  grades,  transcripts  and 
diplomas,   but  not   the  withholding  of  registration  privileges. 

Student  grades,  transcripts,  diplomas  and  registration 
privileges  shall  be  withheld  from  any  student  or  former  student  who 
has  been  provided  with  written  notice  that  he  or  she  has  failed  to 
pay  a  proper  financial  obligation  due  to  the  District.  Any  item 
withheld  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be  released  when  the 
student  satisfactorily  meets   the  financial   obligation. 


PM   5.13         TRANSFER  CENTER 

Student  transfer  is  a  primary  mission  of  the  District.  The 
College  shall  develop  regulations  describing  the  Transfer  Center 
Plan  based  on  the  standards  established  by  state  regulations 
concerning  required  services,  facilities,  staffing,  advisory 
committee  activities  and  evaluation  and  reporting. 


PM   5.14         CAMPUS   SECURITY   POLICY 

The  District  is  committed  to  student  security  from  campus 
crime.  While  the  District  cannot  serve  to  insure  the  safety  of 
students  from  the  criminal  conduct  of  others,  the  District  believes 
that  recognizing  the  presence  of  criminal  activity  in  society  in 
general  and  the  potential  for  such  activity  on  college  campuses, 
can  serve  to  educate  students  about  the  need  to  be  familiar  with 
security  precautions  and  the  need   to  report  campus  crime. 
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The  College  shall  promulgate  procedures  in  conformance  with 
this  policy  which  shall   include  the  following  components: 

1.  Procedures  for  students  and  others  to  report  criminal 
actions  or  other  emergencies  on  campus; 

2.  Procedures  for  institutional  response  to  reports  of 
criminal   actions  on  campus; 

3.  A  statement  concerning  the  security  of  campus  facilities 
and  access   to   those  facilities; 

4.  A  statement  describing  campus  law  enforcement,  the 
enforcement  authority  of  District  security  personnel,  and  the  means 
by  which  prompt  reporting  of  all  campus  crime  to  campus  and 
appropriate  local  police  is  encouraged; 

5.  A  description  of  the  type  and  frequency  of  programs 
designed  to  inform  students  and  employees  about  campus  security 
procedures  and  practices  and  to  encourage  them  to  be  responsible 
for  their  own  security  and   the  security  of  others; 

6.  A  description  of  programs  designed  to  inform  students  and 
employees  about   the  prevention  of  crime 

7.  Statistics  regarding  the  following  criminal  offenses 
reported  to  campus  security  authorities  or  local  police  agencies: 
murder,  rape,  robbery,  aggravated  assault,  burglary  and  motor 
vehicle  theft. 

8.  A  statement  concerning  monitoring  criminal  activity  of  any 
off-campus  students  organizations  where  those  organizations  are 
recognized  by  the  District  as  student  organizations  whose 
participants  are  District  students. 

9.  Statistics  regarding  the  number  of  arrests  for  the 
following  crimes  occurring  on  campus:  liquor  law  violations ,  drug 
abuse  violations  and  weapons  possessions. 

10.  A  statement  which  affirms  the  District's  ban  on  the 
possession,  use  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  illegal  drugs  on 
campus . 

The  College  shall  develop  written  procedures  or  protocols  to 
ensure,  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  that  students  who  are  the 
victims  of  sexual  assault  committed  on  District  facilities  shall 
receive  treatment  and  information  as  required  by  law.

PM  6.01    INSTRUCTION  -  GENERAL 

The  Governing  Board  of  Trustees  affirms  the  principle  that 
instruction  of  students  is  the  major  function  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District.  The  Governing  Board  recognizes  that 
all  policies  governing  the  District  must  be  directed  to  providing 
a  sound  program  of  instruction  which  will  permit  the  realization  of 
the  objectives  and  functions  of  a  community  college  and  which 
guarantees  promotes  the  welfare  of  students;  the  Governing  Board 
recognizes  the  instructor  as  the  primary  person  in  providing 
instruction. 

The  District  shall  continue  to  re-evaluate  and  improve  its 
programs  and  offerings  by  seeking  both  general  and  special 
accreditation;  by  association  and  affiliation  with  other 
educational  institutions;  by  assuring  that  its  courses  and  programs 
are  articulated  with  proximate  baccalaureate  institutions  and  high 
schools;  and  by  other  appropriate  activities  commensurate  with  its 
role  in-providing  as  a  public  adult-a-nd  postsecondary  edaeation-f-or 
San-Franeisee  institution. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that,  unless  specifically 
exempted  by  statute  or  regulation,  every  course,  course  section  or 
class,  reported  for  state  aid,  wherever  offered  and  maintained  by 
the  District,  shall  be  fully  open  to  enrollment  and  participation 
by  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the  District  and  who  meets 
such  prerequisites  as  may  be  established  pursuant  to  regulations 
commencing  with  Section  58100  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations  as  related  to  limitations  on  the  receipt  of  state  aid.

A.    GENERAL  PRINCIPLES 

The  District  is  unequivocally  and  unalterably  committed  to  the 
principle  of  academic  freedom  in  its  true  sense  which  includes 
freedom  to  study,  freedom  to  learn  and  freedom  to  teach  and  provide 
educational  professional   services  to  students. 

Academic  freedom  encompasses  the  right  of  an  instructor  to 
discuss  in  the  classroom  pertinent  subjects  within  his  or  her  field 
of  professional  competency  and  consistent  with  course  objectives, 
and  for  counselors,  librarians  and  other  academic  employees  to 
provide  appropriate  student  services  within  their  fields  of 
professional  competency  and  consistent  with  sound  educational 
principles . 

Interference  with  or  censure  of  an  insfcrueter  academic 
employee  by  District  officials  or  by  outside  individuals  or  groups 
because  of  the  insfejf«efeej?xs  employee's  proper  treatment  of 
pertinent  subjects  or  provision  of  proper  educational  professional 
services  to  students  is  precluded  by  the  principle  of  academic 
freedom. 

instrueters  Faculty  cannot,  however,  expect  academic  freedom 
to  be  unlimited,  for  the  right  to  exercise  any  liberty  implies  a 
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duty  to  use  it  responsibly.  Academic  freedom  does  not  give  an 
instructor  faculty  freedom  to  engage  in  indoctrination.  Nor  can  an 
instructor  faculty  invoke  the  principle  of  academic  freedom  to 
justify  non-professional  conduct. 

An  essential  point  that  pertains  to  academic  freedom  and  that 
must  be  considered  in  relation  to  subject  matter  or  to  professional 
services  to  the  student  is  the  criterion  of  suitability.  Does  the 
subject  matter  or,  material  to  be  studied,  or  educational 
professional  services  to  the  student  contribute  to  the  attainment 
of  course  objectives  or  achievement  of  an  educational  principle?

B.  TEXTBOOK  SELECTION 

Eaeh-d±v-±s-i©ft  The  College  shall  develop  a  procedure  for  the 
selection  of  textbooks  that  recognizes  the  basic  right  and  duty  of 
the  faculty  to  be  the  primary  agent  in  the  process.  Since  students 
in  most  instances  must  purchase  books,  the  procedure  of — each 
division  should  take  cognizance  of  the  financial  consideration  that 
may  be  imposed  upon  the  student. 

C.  SELECTION  OF  LIBRARY  MATERIALS 

The  library  faculty,  as  a  part  of  the  educational  program, 
shall  have  the  same  freedoms  guaranteed  the  teaching  faculty  and 
students  and  shall  choose  the  books  and  other  resources  based  on 
their  interest,  information  and  potential  for  enlightenment  of  ali 
the-peepie-ef-the-eemmunity  students.  So  far  as  practical,  books 
and  other  resources  will  be  selected  to  present  all  points  of  view 
concerning  the  problems  and  issues  of  our  times,  international, 
national,  and  local.  No  books  shall  be  excluded  because  of  the 
race,  color,  religion,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  national  origin, 
ethnic  group  identification,  ancestry,  marital  status,  age, 
physical  or  mental  disability  or  natienaiity-or  the  political  or 
philosophical  er-rei±g±eus  views  of  the  writer. 

D.  The  selection  of  textbooks,  library  books  and  other  resources 
must  be  free  of  improper  influence  by  publishers  or  manufacturers 
and  no  employee  may  accept  anything  of  value  from  publishers  or 
manufacturers  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the  selection  of  any 
textbook,  library  books  or  other  educational  resource.  The 
acceptance  of  a  desk  copy  of  a  textbook  by  an  employee  which  he/she 
may  consider  using  in  his/her  course  shall   be  allowable. 
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B  E.    PUBLIC  FORUMS 

In  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of  intellectual  freedom  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  Community  College  District  for  services  to 
its  community,  public  forums  presenting  speakers  with  varying 
points  of  view  may  be  offered  to  the  local  community  as  part  of  the 
educational  program  at-eaeh-seheei.

The  College  shall  promulgate  scholarship  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  student  attendance,  auditing  of  classes,  grading,  and 
other  matters  pertinent  to  academic  achievement  wiii-be-deveieped 
separateiy-by-eaeh-Bivisien  in  accordance  with  the  Education  Code 
and  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative  Code  of  Regulations.

The  regulations  shall  include  a  uniform 
grading  structure  based  on  sound  academic  principles  and  consistent 
with  state  regulations  governing  standards  of  scholarship 
commencing  with  Section  55751  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations .  The  regulations  shall  be  published  in  the  catalog  and 
filed  as  necessary  with  the  State  Chancellor. 

The  regulations  shall  reflect  the  Board's 
authorization,  if  any,  to  permit  persons  to  audit  courses  and  to 
charge  that  person  a  fee  in  accordance  with  state  law.

Student  instructors  will  be  accepted  only  on  the  basis  of  a 
contractual  arrangement  with  the  teacher  training  institution.

PM  6.13    INSTRUCTIONAL  MATERIALS  AND  INSTRUCTIONAL  MATERIALS  FEES 

In  accordance  with  Title  5  of  the  California  Administrative 
Code  of  Regulations,  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
has  established  the  following  policies  regarding  instructional 
materials  and  fees  for  instructional  materials. 


District  provided  instructional  materials 
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The  District  will  provide  students  enrolled  in  state-supported 
credit  and  noncredit  courses  or  programs,  without  charge,  all 
materials  necessary  for  students  to  complete  those  required  course 
objectives  which  are  to  be  accomplished  under  the  supervision  of  an 
instructor  during  class  hours,  if  such  materials  are  consumed  or 
rendered  valueless  when  used  to  accomplish  these  required 
objectives. 

B.  Student  provided  materials 

The  District  may  require  students  enrolled  in  credit  or 
noncredit  courses  and  programs  to  provide  certain  instructional  and 
other  materials  including,  but  not  limited  to,  textbooks,  lab  books 
and  workbooks,  syllabi  or  other  instructor  prepared  materials,  or 
tools,  equipment,  or  clothing  if: 

1.  the  instructional  and  other  materials  required  for  the 
class  have  a  continuing  value  to  the  student  outside  the  classroom 
setting; 

2.  the  instructional  and  other  materials  are  used  in  the 
production  of  an  "end  product"  that  has  continuing  value  to  the 
student  outside  of  the  classroom  setting. 

C.  Instructional  Materials  Fees 

Under  certain  circumstances,  the  District  may  require  students 
to  pay  an  instructional  materials  fee  as  a  condition  of  enrolling 
in  a  specific  class.  Such  fees  will  apply  when  the  District  is  the 
exclusive  provider  of  materials  which  have  continuing  value  outside 
the  classroom.  The  District  may  act  as  exclusive  provider  for 
health  and  safety  reasons  or  in  providing  materials  in  lieu  of 
other  generally  available  but  more  expensive  materials  which  each 
student  would  otherwise  be  required  to  provide.  Any  fee  for 
instructional  materials  must  not  exceed  the  District's  actual  cost. 

D.  Voluntary  Fee 

The  District  may  assess  a  fee  for  materials  which  are 
supplemental  or  in  addition  to  required  materials  provided  that  the 
payment  of  such  fee  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  student. 

E.  Publication  of  Instructional  Materials  Policy 

The  policy  for  instructional  materials  and  fees  for 
instructional  materials  will  be  published  in  the  catalog  of  each 
division.  Furthermore,  uniform  procedures  will  be  developed  for 
identifying  and  publicizing  to  students  those  courses  for  which 
students  must  provide  materials  or  pay  a  materials  fee. 
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PM    6.14         VOCATIONAL   AND   OCCUPATIONAL   TRAINING   PROGRAMS 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  District  that  all  vocational  or 
occupational  training  programs  commenced  subsequent  to  July  28, 
1983,  be  reviewed  in  accordance  with  law  every  two  years  by  the 
Board  to  assure  that  each  program  meets  a  documented  labor  market 
demand,  does  not  represent  unnecessary  duplication  of  other  such 
training  programs  in  the  area,  is  of  demonstrated  effectiveness  as 
measured  by  the  employment  and  completion  success  of  its  students. 
The  Board  will  take  all  actions  required  pursuant  to  California 
Education  Code  Sections   78015  and   78016.

The  preparation  and  publication  of  an  annual  budget  of 
all  District  funds  shall  be  consistent  with  existing  law  and  in 
accordance  with  a  District  budget  calendar  for  review,  tentative 
adoption  and  final  adoption.  "Budget"  includes  any  tentative, 
proposed,   or  final  budget  required  by  law.

PM  8.02    ACCOUNTING 

For  the  proper  accounting  and  safeguarding  of  all 
District  funds,  the  District  shall  utilize  professionally 
established  accounting  principles  to  institute  sound  accounting 
procedures  and  controls  in  accordance  with  good  business  practice, 
and  be  governed  by  provisions  of  existing  laws,  including  the 
Education  Code. 


PM  8.03   AUDITING 

0ne  A  certified  public  accountant  firm  of  certified 
public  accountants  or  a  joint  venture  of  firms  of  certified  public 
accountants  shall  be  employed  retained  by  the  Governing  Board  of 
Trustees  to  audit  annually  all  the  funds,  books  and  accounts  of  the 
District.  The  audit  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
comply  with  1)  the  applicable  provisions  of  ealifernia  the 
Education  Code  Seet±en-8-4-94-e  and  state  regulations,  2)  the  federal 
Single  Audit  Act,  (Title  31,  United  States  Code,  Section  7501  et 
seq.  3)  the  applicable  requirements  and  standards  set  forth  by  the 
ealifernia-State  Department  of  Finance  as-it-apptired-t^K=elrif<>i?n-ira 
eemmun±ty-Go-3rlGge3 ,  and  4)  the  guidelines  published  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  in  its  Industry  Audit

The  auditor  must  be  duly  authorized  to  practice  and 
licensed  as  such  by  the  State — of—  e-a-H.-foriti-aT  State  Board  of 
Accountancy.  The  auditor  shall  be  selected  by  the  6everning  Board 
of  Trustees  from  proposals  submitted  pursuant  to  an  advertised 
Request  for  Proposals  -  Auditing  Services  in  accordance  with  the 
federal  provisions  of  Attachment  O  of  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  (OMB)  Circular  A-102. 
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The  auditor  shall  be  employed  retained  for  a  period  of 
four  consecutive  years  unless  work  or  the  proposed  fee  for  the 
second  or  third  or  fourth  year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the 
Governing  Board. 

The  Board  shall  review  the  annual  audit  at  one  of  its 
regularly  scheduled  public  meetings. 


PM  8.04    SOLICITATION  OF  FUNDS  AND  USE  OF  DISTRICT  NAME 

Use  of  the  name  of  any  school  of  the  District,  or  the  use

At  least  72  hours  before  a  regular 
meeting,  an  agenda  shall  be  posted  containing  a  brief  general  description  of 
each  item  of  business  to  be  transacted  or  discussed  at  the  meeting,   including 
items  to  be  discussed  in  closed  session.     The  agenda  for  Board  meetings  shall 
be  delivered  to  Board  members  at  least  seventy-two  hours  prior  to  the  time  of 
regular  meetings  and  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  special 
meetings.  Resolutions  proposed  by  individual  Board  members  must  obtain  the 
concurrence  of  at  least  two  (2)  other  Board  members.  However,  items  requiring 
Board  action  which  do  not  appear  on  the  agenda  may  be  acted  upon  under  any  of 
the  following  circumstances:  1.  At  least  four  (4)  Board  members  determine 
that  an  emergency  situation   exists,  2.

G.  Regular  Meetings  of  the  Board.  One  or  more  meetings  shall  be  held 
each  month,  at  the  regular  meeting  place  of  the  Board,  33-Geugh-Street  50 
Phelan  Avenue,   San  Francisco.

stickers  be  changed  from  $40.00  a  semester  to  $3  0.00  (with 
financial  aid  students  paying  $15.00  a  semester  instead  of  $20) 
and  that  the  fees  charged  for  intersession  remain  the  same,  i.e., 
$20.00  (with  financial  aid  students  paying  $10.00).   There  will 
no  longer  be  a  parking  fee  for  motorcycles.   The  $1  per  day 
parking  will  also  be  allowed  for  the  late  morning  hours  in 
student  lots  only.   The  committee  has  recommended  that  3,000 
stickers  be  sold  each  semester  and  intersession.   Since  the 
number  of  parking  stickers  to  be  sold  will  exceed  the  number  of 
parking  spaces  on  campus,  there  is  no  guarantee  that  a  parking 
sticker  will  afford  a  student  a  parking  space  at  any  given  hour. 

This  new  fee  structure  is  to  be  instituted  starting 
Summer  1994.
